The seat is a sleek opaque white, 
while the back comes in several transparent 
shades, including bright hues such as fuchsia 
and neutral ones such as mustard - whichever 
the colour, a hint of it can be seen through 
the seat’s oval cut-outs. Together with a fluid, 
Mid-Century Modern silhouette, this feature 
makes the chair extremely versatile in terms 
of style. Depending on the colour, it can work 
in a monochromatic, minimalist office or even 
a retro-themed home. 




Architecture and design studio Archirivolto 
designed the Jam chairfor Italian furniture 
label Calligaris. The studio prefers to work 
with materials such as aluminium and 
plastic, while the brand is known for its 
wood pieces. However, Calligaris began 
working with other materials as a means of 
innovating, and Archirivolto became 
a frequent collaborator. An earlier design 
from both companies, the Alchemia, is a 
lightweight and stackable plastic chair 
with a backrest that resembles atoms.

ON ANN SIANG HILL 



The Club is no longer the monochromatic, avant- 
garde boutique hotel of before. A revamp by local 
design firm Distillery, and the addition of three 
F&B venues has introduced warmth and colour 
into the space, from tan leather seats in the lobby 
to purple silk walls in The Disgruntled Chef. 

Let’s start with Mr and Mrs Maxwell, a cafe 
bar that functions as the concierge area. As “the 
living room of the hotel”, it has plush three-seater 
sofas and armchairs (custom-made by Distillery) 
and fresh blooms, conjuring an intimate setting. 
Eclectic items, such as taxidermy ducklings 
on vintage spools, fill the Club’s Cabinet of 
Curiosities, making the space feel like you’ve 
stepped into the home of an eccentric collector. 

Upstairs, the 18 standard rooms and two 
suites are decorated in a Mid-Century Modern 
style, and given a formal elegance with dark grey 
wainscoting on the walls. The grey, white and 
brown of the interiors are energised with pops of 
mustard in soft furnishings such as upholstery 
and carpets. Like the rest of the hotel, the rooms 



are designed to provide a welcoming atmosphere. 

The Distillery team has also curated a great 
selection of design and art for the hotel. For 
instance, the De Gournay wallpaper Deco Monkeys 
on Level 1, the Etcetera seats by Swedish designer 
Jan Ekselius on Level 2, and paintings such as the 
avian portraits by Leila Jeffries Finch. 

For dinner, head to The Disgruntled Chef on 
the ground floor for a shared-plates experience. 
The dark green leather booth seats and black 
marble bar counter are a change from the 
casual setting of its Dempsey venue. And don’t 
miss Tiger’s Milk, the first Peruvian bar in 
Singapore with a rooftop al fresco area dressed 
with colourful walls and printed wool throws, a 
nod to Peru’s textile culture. Bar B28, the only 
establishment to retain its space at The Club, 
has been given a luxury update with its high-back

Fredericia’s DNA has a lot to do with the 
Danish word “umage” (pronounced ooh- 
nnay), which CEO Kaja MoUer describes 
as “always striving for the best and not 
giving up”. Every move, from the design 
to deciding who to collaborate with, is in 
line with this character. Perhaps this is 
why the brand is loved globally, by both 
designers and homeowners. The newly 
appointed chief gives us more insight into 
why this is so. 

Tell us about your role in Fredericia. 

I’ve worked with Danish brands for 
more than 20 years, from furniture to 
jewellery to fashion. I like to develop 
Danish brands into ones that become 
more visible internationally. With 
Eredericia, I make sure our quality and 
authenticity is maintained - now and in 
the future, at home and globally. 



Colour and material play a big 
role in design. What is your 
favourite combination? 

I love wood, such as smoked oak, with 
natural leather. But, I also like it when 
you break the rules. Our Stingray Rocking 
Chair is a polypropylene design and it is a 
combination of classy and quirky.

You’ll be more in love 
with a piece that has substance. 

Which chairs embody Fredericia’s vision? 

Our ambition is to create the modern 
original - classic designs that are 
contemporary - by doing minimalistic, 
beautiful products that are not excessively 
designed. Pieces such as the classic 
Spanish Chair produced in 1958 by Borge 
Mogensen, which has a lot to do with 
craftsmanship: the innovative Stingray 
Rocking Chair that won the Red Dot Design 
Award in 2008; and the comfortable yet 
distinctive Trinidad, inspired by the leaves 
found on the island. •

In Rafa Garcia’s hometown of Yeda, Spain, 
where almost 80 per cent of the community 
works in the furniture-manufacturing 
and related industries, it’s no wonder the 
38-year-old Spanish designer ended up 
joining the industry. His interest in how 
things are made, his love for car design 
and desire to reinvent things led him to 
study industrial design, but he switched to 
furniture design “because it was easier to 
find a job’’. 

His latest design for furniture brand 
Sancal, which he joined at the beginning 
of his career in 1998, is the Tiptoe sofa 
for its The Majestic Collection. Simple 
yet functional, the sofa is named for its 
slim legs, which make it look sleek and 
lightweight. Copper or graphite finishes for 
the legs give it a sophisticated look. 

At Sancal, Rafa learnt about the various 
stages of the furniture production process, 
which gave him a more holistic approach 



to design that has contributed to his 
many popular designs for the brand. For 
example, the Folk sofa - which features 
hand-sewn details, and the vintage-style 
low-slung Soul armchair. 

Gn how he combines good 
aesthetics with function, he says: “If 
it’s not functional, it will just be a work 
of art and nothing more. The biggest 
challenge is balancing the two aspects.’’ 
Despite the challenge, Rafa continually 
works towards creating something 
different which can still be recognised 
as his own; constantly improving on his 
original ideas over time. From what we 
can see, he’s definitely heading in the 
right direction. #

The homeowners of this new 
HDB flat, Ashley Foo and hen 
husband, wanted an industrial, 
rustic look, but could not find 
the night interior designer 
to interpret and execute the 
style they wanted. Fortunately, 
they met contractor Tan 
Cheng Chuan of Exquisite Ant 
Furniture Interior Decoration, 
who was willing to take on 
the challenge of building the 
customised designs they 
wanted, as well as provide 
some basic design direction.

Working closely with MrTan, the 
couple created the industrial look by 
choosing materials such as concrete- 
look tile for the flooring, and black 
subway and metal tiles 
for the kitchen backsplash. 

As the couple also wanted a 
rustic charm in the home to soften 
the masculine industrial look, they 
selected Peranakan-style tiles from 
Hafary to create a pathway to the 
master bedroom from the living area. 
The washrooms have wooden barn- 
inspired doors, and decorative knick- 
knacks in the kitchen enhance the 
cottage feel of the space. 

One distinctive feature of the 
interiors is the use of wood-look 
surfaces - from the laminates used 
for the walk-in wardrobe to the tiles 
on the bathroom floors. “Since MrTan 
is more familiar with wood, we trusted 
his taste on the choice of grains to 
use,” shares Ashley. As for furniture, 
the contractor fashioned a TV console 
out of wood planks and concrete 
blocks, and built the couple a pipe- 
and-wood shelf in the study. _►

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Beauty industry veteran William Png’s 
tasteful style comes through naturally 
in his light-filled apartment, tucked 
away on a quiet street off Orchard Road. 
The 52-year-old, who runs Trimmers 
salon, lives in a house during the 
week, but heads to the three-bedroom 
apartment with his cousin and nephews 
to relax over the weekend. And that’s 
no wonder: The home’s hushed, laid- 
back interiors, in restful white and wood 
tones, relax and soothe, despite being 
just a hop, skip and jump away from the 
heart of town. Here’s what William and 
his designer, SP Tan from Axis Point 
Design, did in a $320,000 renovation 
[including furnishings] to create the 
urban sanctuary. 

Clear the space 

Used to more spacious living quarters, 
William wanted to ensure that his 
weekend oasis wouldn’t feel cramped 
or look cluttered. But instead of 
knocking down walls, the homeowner 
got rid of items he didn’t need, to make 
the apartment feel bigger. 

Built-in furniture was redesigned 
to perform double duty where possible, 
or taken out if not needed. All the bay 
windows, for instance, were converted 
into window seats, while the wardrobe _►

“The place isn’t that big, so I didn’t want a lot 
of things around,’’ explains William. That’s why the 
furniture is kept to a minimum, as are personal 
knick-knacks. 

Brought in mirrors 

Finishes were also picked to create an illusion of 
size. "Right from the start, I wanted to install 
mirrors to make the apartment look more spacious,’’ 
says the homeowner. 

But this was done judiciously to prevent the 
space from looking tacky due to too many mirrors. 

In the living area, mirrored surfaces were added to 
only half the space - next to the dining table - with 
the other half clad in printed wallpaper. Although 
some doors have mirrored panels, the bedroom 
doors use oak timber veneer. 

Mirrors, which clad the cabinet doors at the 
entrance and in the bathroom, also help to reduce 
the structure’s bulk. ±

Made use of wood 

Wood was used extensively in the home as 
William declares: “I love wood - the effect is 
warm and feels good.” One of his favourite 
elements of the home is the wood-panelled 
false ceiling which runs the length of the 
apartment from the living area, through 
the bedroom corridor and into the master 
bedroom. Its also conceals the 
air-conditioning unit. 

Another focal point is the TV feature 
wall in the living area, also made from 
wood. A white painted oak timber cabinet 
with sliding doors conceals the TV, adding 
bright contrast to prevent visual monotony. 
In the master bedroom, wood is paired with 
wallcoverings, while the guest bedroom 
features both wood and plain white walls. •

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It isn’t obvious that this spacious apartment, located 
in the heart of town, is merely a temporary home for a 
family of three. After all, the homeowner had engaged 
architectural firm RT+Q to give it a brand new look, 
spending around $350,000 on a thorough renovation. 

Visible the moment you step into the entrance 
foyer, timber screens line almost all the walls of 
the apartment. “Timber makes a space look warm, 
cosy and intimate,” says architect Ploy Krittayapirom 
on the extensive use of the material in the home. 
However, in order for the screens not to overpower 
the look, they have been designed to appear “light”, 
with carefully proportioned, staggered horizontal 
strips. “The screens are repeated so they become 



a strong design concept in the home, and are also 
used to tie the spaces together,” explains Ploy. 
Besides being ornamental, they conceal storage 
cabinets and entrances to the private areas, 
as well as zone the living area and semi-open 
kitchen, by means of pivoted and sliding panels. 

The main space, which enjoys copious natural 
lighting thanks to the large windows and spacious 
floor plan, features a split-level that separates 
the living room from the dining area. Ploy adjusted 
the position of the change in floor level to make 
the dining area, which is anchored by a large 
stone-topped dining table, biggerand ideal 
for entertaining.

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The report of the glass door 
of a shower cubicle that 
shattered and killed the 
homeowner, who fell on it, 
has me worried. How can I 
prevent this from happening? 
This unfortunate incident has 
hopefully raised awareness of 
the importance of using the 
right materials in your home, 
especially when it involves the 
safety of family members. 

Untreated or annealed glass 
will break into large shards 
that can cut and even impale, 
causing death in some cases. 
This is not recommended for 
bathrooms, and should only be 
used in other parts of the home, 
such as for glass cabinet doors. 
They can also be used within 
aluminium frames. 

Tempered glass is glass 
that has undergone a high-heat 
process, so that it crumbles into 
tiny pieces with no sharp edges 
when broken. Alex Kwan from 
Museum Homes says that this 
is the best option for bathrooms. 
For greater durability, he 
recommends using 12mm-thick 
tempered glass panels, instead 
of the standard 8mm ones. 
However, the price of the thicker 
glass is 40 per cent more than 
the former. 

“Tempered glass has a 
high tolerance to impact, but if 
the impact is at the corners, it 
might shatter. For bathrooms, 
the right way to mount glass 
panels for an L-shaped shower 
cubicle is to set the glass into 
an aluminium U-channel on 
the floor and wall, and secure it 
with silicone. There is a layer of 
rubber insulation between the 
aluminium and glass, but that 
should be kept to a minimum to 
reduce friction,” says Alex. 

Tempered glass may cost 
about 50 per cent more than 
regular untreated glass, but 
peace of mind is priceless. 




To check that you’re getting 
what you pay for, look for 
the manufacturer’s mark on 
tempered glass. 

Open-concept spaces are 
appealing, but if you can 
see everything at a glance, 
won’t it make the home 
look cluttered? 

Homeowners have embraced 
the open-concept look, largely 
because it makes small spaces 
look larger. It’s actually more 
challenging to design an open- 
concept space, than one with 
walls, as you’ll have to zone it for 
function (such as for lounging 
or dining). There are many ways 



to do that, while leaving the space 
open and uncluttered. 

Use bigger pieces of furniture, 
such as sofas and console tables, 
to zone areas in a subtle way. You 
can do the same with flooring, 
using materials such as tiles and 
rugs. A slight change in level 
(with a low platform), also signals 
a transition to another “zone” 
without breaking the line of sight 
in the space. 

You can also mark out areas 
with partitions and dividers, and 
add a decorative touch with them, 
too. But make sure they have 
designs that open out to the other 
side, instead of blocking out the 
light and space completely. #
